T He receipt of mens money ſuperfluonſly ſpent is odi⸗ 
dus to a good conſcience, Their wines and childzen 

want ſaſtenante, ſhee knowes not at what Alchouſs 
to finde him: and ſ&ing her gods conſuming , and chil- 
dzen crying, ſhe tels him his fault, and intreats him to be 
ſrugall. The Bete piercing his bzaine, hee counts her 
counſell hoſtilitie : de famps t taggers, (fares, ſweares, 
t blaſphemes the Almightie, with hideous othes, wher⸗ 
by Gods wzath is kindled. He giues ber blowes, no befe, 
whereby lone decreaſeth, hatred increaſeth. When they 
ſhould pꝛar, they pzate,and depart, 02 line peruerſely. Che 
pattimonꝑ might haue maintained family hoſpitalitie, 
any 
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and bene left to the poſteritie : but two dzinking 
cauſed the diſſipation. The ſequell is great di- 
fturbance to god people, whome they couſen, thene, and 
purloine f om, pzocuring the Pziſon : there they haue 
hunger, thirſt, cold, lameneſſe, lice, loat hſome, nopſome: 
a Dogges death is pzocured, which was by meancs of 
waſting. At the Gallowes they cry out of Alebouſes, 
cuill inficers, licentious lining, dzunkenneſſe, whoze- 
dome, theft, and chambering, which earſt would not 
bee fold of; neither will many that now are diſſolute : 
but powze into the paunch , till ( alaſſe ) had-land is 
lowſie. 

God Yoas ſoze-ſæ this, and giue godcounſell ; but 
an ( Antiche ſis) cuill Yoaſt doeth not; they and their col- 
league companions are flexible, but to vertue 8duerſe. 
Dee that idely ſpends his patrimony , deſerues this 
Epithete; ( Spend-thrift, ) but ſuch as conſume it in 
Dꝛunkenneſſe, are exetrable creatures. 

© pee conſumers, pee are thecues to pont families, 
enemies lo God and to pour owne ſoules and bodies, 
and robbers of all the needy. Moe bee to ſuch as cauſe 
the pw2e to cry, and pzocure GD D to withdzawe his 
blelling from Lande and Sea. Pet Colon increaſeth 
Cholera, p2ocuring pzofuſion, the full gozge foames 
froth. Pzeſent pleaſure ſeemes ſweete, not regarding 
that bitter gnaſhing followes quaſſing : fo2 it doth con- 
faminate the ſoule. Erceſſe of colde Frumenty fills 


men full of infirmitie. Lot thereby committed luſt and G.. 19. 


inceſt. It cauſeth Lethargie and fleeping, and quailes 
good qualities. /erowm, Verter mero æſtuans ſpumat 
in hbidinem : The belly inflamed with UWine, burſteth 
fozth to luſt, Beere-belly is inflamed, but not aſhamed; 


pet the woe of wees is pꝛoncunted. Dh, yee that can E/ 5.12, 


d2zinke at all times, and thinke it mellifuous to be im- 
moderate, as inſtigatozs intice others, wound not your 
ſoules with woes.

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Refraine from quaffing, it is a Hecticke, inſlaming the 
ſoandeſt parts of the body. it makes a god ſanguine com⸗ 
plection put it not pocky : but dead dzunke, pale. QAual⸗ 
fing makes men vnqutet, vntemperate, incontinent, en⸗ 
uious, fierce, wzathfnllto ſight, curſe and bzawle. Jt hurts 
the bꝛaines, head, eyes, and hearing, it cauſeth pluriſie, 
d;oplie , toſcozne, ieſt, and talke of bauidzy ; as a quo« 
tidian Feuer, it infoebleth the whole man, bz@ading diſ⸗ 
caſes. It infecteth ſoule and body, and pꝛocutes plagues 
from the Almighty : it deſcropeth his benefits,and bzings 
plenty to ſcarcitie, and canſeth the poꝛe, the aged, and in⸗ 
fants to cry fo {'ade. It oſfendeth the DOmntpotent God, 
and is an offente to all Godschildzen. Ali kinde of ünnes 
waile onerceſſe. It makes men pꝛompt to euill, peruerſe 
to pietie: it gaines the Gallowes, and hell without re- 
pentance. Pet Milleartifex, withercuſe, ſaith it makes 
him acute: but how? toſerus Aimodcus and Aſotus: 
and thereſoze to be reiected as Aſpis, very venemous. 
It makes none ingenious ta goodneſſe, the euill :ſfects 
are monſtrous. It dulles and takes away the ſences, 
ſets the epes in the bead anſtere and ſtrange to behold. 
It makes a man a monſter, metamozphoſed from the 
Image of God, to the image of the Diuell: their actions 
are irkſoine to god people, though the rude retovee to ſee 
it. Quaffing is the occaſion, if not the caule of felonious 
theenes, and flattering theenes (alias couſeners:) the ficlt 
are dangerous; the laſt liker hypocrites, to inſinuate and 
ſap they love pon, but it is the adtunct of pour purſe, pꝛo⸗ 
miling, but neuer paying. J reſtraine fo particularize any 
by-qualitieo2 name, pet many deteine that is not their 
owne, but pꝛoſper not. Theeffect of dzunkenneſſe and 
gluttonp is pouerty: Woe, ſorrow, contentions, bab- 
ling, woundes without cauſe: re dne ſſe of eyes, are 
adiopnts to them that tarry long at the wine. At the 
laſt it byteth like a Serpent, and ſtingeth like an 
Adder. Thine eyes ſhall beholde ſtrange Women, 

and 
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and thine heart ſhall vtter peruerſe thinges, Mine 
and Women leade wiſe men out of the way. The beſt 
wine and woꝛſt women are pzouokers. Much eating and 
dzinking makes Idiocie and dotage, whereby men are al- 
lured to the vndiſcreet, as Herade, to graunt the head ot 
bleſſed Ion Baptiſt , to a deceytſull Dauncer, Hoſeah 4. 
Whoredome, Wine, and new wine, infatuates the heart. 
Erceſſe makes men eſtranged from themſelues, excluding 
all honeſty 4 humanity, Some cannot liue on their lands, 


noz others by god Occupations, and therefoze ſpoyled in 4/107, 


ziſons. A fruitfull Land is turned into barrenneſſe,fo2 
wickednes. D2ankenneſle deſtroieth Gods benefits and 
doth auert his bleſſings. Pee Common-Wwealth conſu⸗ 
mers, deuote not your ſelues to the Diuell. Pour ſurſet- 
ting ercelle, ſo raiſeth the pꝛice, that the poze canot main; 
taine theyz Families, but are diſtreſſed, ſome diſtracted, 
Pee are the death and vndwing of thouſands, Yow can 
yon anſtvere foz thoſe y canſe to ſtatue and fo2 the death 
of pour ſelues, by pour erceſſe? All the wo2ld haue the 
leſſe and woꝛſe ſucceſſe foz you.

Some t5at haue hayze of thetc owne are not content with the 
colour God gaue it, but weare bayze none of their owne. 
Others launch out their hapze byed a Trim-tawny: then 
muſt be maſke, to pꝛeuent the ſent : ſo petſeueting in wan- 
ton behau:onr thep bzeake their fidelitie and conenant made 
with God, pzomiſe in Baptiſme is ſozgotten. Oh be not hy⸗ 
pocrites , but Chziſtians in dude: pꝛomiſes to men muſt be 
perſoꝛmed, Pſal. 153. much moze vobwes made to God. For- 
ſake your vanitics , follow zighteouſneſſe, left yce feele 


your folly, Eſa,z. The Lord faith, becauſe the daughters of Deu. 23.21 


Zion are hautic, and walke with ſtretched forth neckes, and 
wanton eyes, walking and mincing as they goe, and making

Leane 
not vnto thine one vnderſtanding: ths leaſt ſinne deſetues 
damnation; pet we fozſake heauenly directious, and follow 
fleſhly affea ions. S cuiuſque crepit uus, ſibi bene olet: euery 
one thinketh his owne wapes beſt. O be not wer- ward, but 
warned, {02 the holy Ghoſt ſpeakes not in vaine. God made 
Adam and Eue coates ol ſkinnes, and cloat hed them, yet they 
had the ſuperiozitie ot᷑ the whole Catth.

beles ſet vp ſo pie, that ſome doe tread awzy. They deſpiſe

cent apparell , which are wozne fo2 foure cauſes. Firſt, to 
be obedient to God, and agreeable fs his wozd. Secondly, 
ſo2 a helpe to pull downe our pꝛids. Lhirdly, to win others, 
Fourthly , they maintaine it with trueth and honeſkie. 
Bee aſhamed you and pours, that conſume all by pour 
erceſſ-. 

Pude is combined with witleſſe faſhions : Dome men are 
like monſters, with Ruffes, farre excedingfo2mer Ruffins : 
Bores haue ſhalt- haired heads; ſome bigger, a curious cut;

Some ſo delight the fleſh, that god ſayings noz ex unples 
doe not amend their miſdoings.

The ſadde lozer 
gripes lo money aredily ; to be cenenged, raſhly hee ventus 
reth moze, which turnes ſtill to the lefſs. Then tde ponth 
entreth into a Shoppe boke; the day come, money hes hath 
none, his Land is accepted, friendly he is excited : hee makes 
a ſale, and ſets vp that buyer : the money ſone ſpent, de ſets 
vp a wiſpe, and is d;1dge to (wearers and dzankards.. 
If that ſernes not, then begging, thening, and killing; 
bentaring ſoule and body ko; r but tyev at —

cared,

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The ey ofihe takeexample: Dur wofull Parents loned out bodies, but 


hated our ſoules; woe to the time ot that lidertic. Yet ſome 
will not be warned, they are remiſſe in that dutie, and bzing 
their childzen to miſery. O ſecuritant, thou art the tauſe of 
thy childes deſtruction, if not damnation; and thy childe the 
meanes of thing. Yadft thou bene carefull, his pꝛecious 
time had not bene ſpent in play : whereof cams idle ſpea⸗ 
king, rife, (wearing, pouerty, theuing, banging, (pꝛeiu⸗ 
dicialleffecs of dicingand carding.) Some ſay, My ſonne is 
no Dicernoz Carder: but thou permitf him to a pzoparatine 
by ſuch like play.

Yet many will not be counſelled, but 
gtueenil! example to their houſehold. 

Tully toucheth them: Plus noc ent exemplo quam peceate : 
They hurt more by the example then by the thing it ſelfe, 
The actions of Youſe-kepers doe animate the houſehold. 
Eph. 5.16, Men mult redæme the time. Uertue muſt bee 
anne red to faith. Let vs vie holy connerſation and godli- 
neſſe. Paſſe the time of your ſoiourning heere in ſeare. To 
pzeuent youths vicinitie to vice: in ſtead of dice and cards 
ing, readegod bokes, pzay, and pꝛapſe God. Euery minute 
requires the aduancement of Gods glozy, and god of each 
other. 

Unp2ofitable actions become not Chziftians , they 
ate no motiues tomoue men to pzaiſs & OD. Careleſſs 
Libertines muſt leaue them: they are no god wozks of the 
Goſpell, no; the light Chziſt gane charge ſhould ſhine among 
men: but meanes to haue God blaſphemed, and the Dinell 
ſerued. They are no holy actions, no fruits of the Spirit ; 
rather wantonneſſe, whereof enſueth contentions and fruits 
of the fleſh. A god tre bzings fwzth god fruit, Mathew y. 


A1at,21.19 The fruitleſſe combers the ground, like the wilde Figge 


tre that Chailt withered. 
Fozaſmach as t he effects of carding and dicing are enill, 
and 
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and theererciſe thereof may bee leſt without damage fo any, 
it is ſufficient to pzoue they ought not to bes ved. Tore- 


pꝛoue many things in bziefe; Abſtaine from all appearance 1. T. 5.23 


of cuill; (that is) rom things that haue a ſhew ol euill, much 
moze from things meanes ofcuill. 

The effects ſhew that dicing and carding canſeth enill : 
Not to me, noz by me, ſaith one. Oh, thou ſpendeft the 
time that might be ſpent better, and ſheweſt an euill example 
farre from grauitis and integritie. Whatſoeuer are appea⸗ 
rance of euill ought to bee omitted: but dicing and carding 
are appearance of euill; ergo, they ought to bee omitted. 
The aſſumption is pzoued by the euill effecs; beſides,the of- 
fence giuen to the godly. Mathew 18. Chaift pzonounceth 
woe to Dffenders. 1. Cor, 8 13. Some nedfull things are 
to be omitted to auops oſfence; much moze, niedleſſe. 

Whatſocuer is vnprofitable, and may bee omitted with. 
out damage, ought not to bee vſed: but carding and 
dicing ate vnprofitable and may bee omitted without da- 
mage : ergo, they ought not to be vſed. 

ZDicing and carding, which conſiſteth merely vpon blinde 
hazard, lot and chance are to be retected. Dicing con ũſts in 
lot - caſting, being a religious ozdinance foz ſerious matters 
to determine doubtfulneſſe. Lotte was caſt foz Mathias,
